Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 3-5 recite the limitation "anionic polymers", "it", and "polyuronic acid- 
containing polymer" in claim 1. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation 
in the claim. 
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Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The 10th edition of the Merriam-Webster's Collegiate Dictionary (Merriam- 
Webster Incorporated: Springfield, Massachusetts, 1993, pp 311) defines "derivative" 
as, "a chemical substance related structurally to another substance and theoretically 
derivable from it." For example, carbon dioxide could theoretically be derived from the 
combustion of alginic acid. Therefore, the definition of derivative in the Merriam-Webster 
Collegiate Dictionary does not shed light on what Applicants' intended for the meaning 
of a alginic acid derivative or cellulose. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5 and 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
BEISEL (CA 2383523). 

Applicant's claims are directed to a composition comprising of: a swellable 
polymer, such as alginic acid; and a nutrient, such as vitamins. 
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BEISEL teaches a composition comprised of: a swellable polymer, such as 
alginic acid (see pg. 2, line 38-39); and a nutrient, such as vitamins (see pg. 7, line 3). 
Additional disclosure includes: producing satiation effect (see pg. 1, line 5). 

Claims 1-5 and 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
SUGDEN (EP 0130771). 

Applicant's claims are directed to a composition comprising of: a swellable 
polymer, such as alginic acid; and a pharmaceutical active compound, wherein the 
composition is in the form of a powder. 

SUGDEN teaches a composition comprised of: a swellable polymer, such as 
sodium alginate (see pg. 7, line 6); and a pharmaceutical active compound, such as 
saccharin (see pg. 3, line 28), which is an active compound that triggers the release on 
insulin, wherein the composition is in the form of a powder (see pg. 2, line 27). 
Additional disclosure includes: treatment of satiety (see pg. 2, line 7).
